In the meantime the two .Austrian 
destroyers succeeded in escaping, find- 
ing refuge inthe port of Durazzo, and 
‘a large fleet of Austrian hydroair- 
planes began to drop bombs on the 
Aquila, causing some damage and 
killing some of the crew. The Italian 
crew had succeeded in extinguishing

COAL EMBARGO 
TIGHTENS GRIP 
ABOUT GERMANY 


Exports te ‘Neutrals 
Shut Off in Move to 
Crash Foe.

Washington, D. ou Oct. ~<A final 
move to prevent supplies from reaching 
Germany from the outside world was 
taken today by the American govern- 
ment in deciding to refuse coal to neu- 
tral ships carrying supplies from South 
America to’ the northern European neu- 
tral countries, unless their: cargoes are 
inspected in American ports. 

In making known the decision. today 
the exports inistrative board an- 
nounced that it, would apply provisions 
of the exports control act, which gives 
jthe government the same supervision 
over’ bunkers as ft has ovef the ex- 
portation of goods generally: ; 

Embargo Drawn Tighter. . 

The step was taken with the approval 
of all the allies, who will codperate by 
enforcing similar regulations. It follows 
closely Great Britain’s declaration of a 
complete embargo against the northern 
European neutrals., which was designed 
to strengthen thé embargo already put 
into force by the United States, — 

In a statement accompanying: the an- 
nouncement, the exports..board . makes 
it clear that the present absolute em- 
bargo against the Eufopean neutrals fs 
not nece t, and that & 
final decision as to a polity will fiot be 
made untfl information as to the neu- 
trais’ ual requirements is obtained. 
The eral understanding has been that 
the neutrals will be fed, but that they 
wil? receive no more supplies than actu- 
ally are necessary, and that none will go 
forward until proper ‘assurances are re- 
ceived as to neutral exports to Germany. 

Final Policy Undecided. é 

* No final policy has been yet decided 
on,”’ the statement said, “ because the 
board has not been able to obtain in- 
formation from the governments of the 
northern neutrals, repeatedly requested, 
as to their resources and requirements 
‘and other information necessary for in- 
‘telligent action.

There is, however, a certain irony about his fate. 
It was the traitorous conduct of Soukhomlinoff 
and his associates as much as anything else that 
made the revolution possible. If they had per- 
formed their duty honestly and efficiently Russia 
would have been spared those disastrous cam- 
paigns that united. everybody against the gov- 
ernment. In a sense, therefore, free Russia has 
these men to thank for her freedom. 

This consideration does not mitigate their crime. 


formation to the enemy, of relinquishing Russian 
fortresses to the enemy without fighting, and with 
maljadministration of the war office. These are 
offenses that strike at the integrity of a nation. 
No nation can endure which permits them to 
go unchecked.

Thus, fet only Austria and 
Hungary, but also Bavaria, Wurtem- 
berg and Baden are adopting measures 
to prevent “ foreigners "* from taking up 
their residence within their borders and 
from consuming and carrying away any 
of thé footstuffs that are so urgently 
needed by the local population. In 
Hungary all Germans, and even Aus- 
trians, are treated as foreigners. In 
Austria, Hungarians and Germans are 
looked upon in the same fashion, while 
in Bavaria, in Wurtemberg, in Baden, 
and in Saxony the Prussians are dis- 
qriminated against in the most rigor- 
ous fashion as foreigners. 

Né foreigner is allowed to stay in 
the gountry concerned for a _ longer 
period than a week, unless supplied 
with an official medical certificate, 
which is only granted in cases of urgent 
necessity to invalids who have been 
ordered by their physicians to some 
thermal resort. Moreover, embargoes 
have been instituted by each of these 
éGountries forbidding the carrying be- 
yond its borders of any f even 
in the smallest quantities.
